THE RIGHT IDEA. 

The Louisville Herald has the 
right idea In discussing the owner- 
ship of public utilities. The people 
should not he so eager . lo take charge 
of such enterprise .» until they have 
purified municipal government. If 
they insist can a olty's owning a uMfli- 
ty before it has eliminated graft and 
grafters, it will only make more in- 
vincible the latter, for It will give 
them a firmer grasp on the govern- 
ment and make them more unwilling 
to let go. The thing to do is to in- 
rist on a better, more buskieisa-like, 
more sensible, more es-onomical city 
government. When men of stand- 
ing. character and ability are placed 
in charge of city government* — 
when official appointments are made 
for merit til one — we dhatl have, or 
U-gtn to have, the right kind of a 
tovirnment. There will then he lititle 
opposition to municipal ownership. 
What Is needed is to appoint men to 
office who will do for the salary they 
are paid the same flv the people they 
represent, as they would by them- 
selves In. their own private hit si tics*. 
We need to have cities run in the 
HOlf same way that a modern busi- 
ness is conducled, that is, of course, 
if the business is i-onducted right. 

Hays -the Herald: 

"The utilities or a great city be- 
long inalienably to the people of that 
city. They cannot be well and pro- 
fitably operated by a city so long as 
that city's government is under par- 
tisan or factional rule. They can be 
so operated when the city'* govern- 
ment is made a business proposition, 
pure and simple. 

"It is the duly of the people of 
Louisville to bring about as soon as 
possible sut h a business system of 
city government. Awaiting that time 
leases may Is- granted of certain util- 
ities to corpora t lists allowing thet-e 
bodies fair remuneration for capital 
invested, but securing for the city a 
just rental and granting no monop- 
oly. 

‘'Loulsvifte is not wow giett i from 
the franchises enjoyed by some cor- 
porations within her limits the reve- 
nue Justly due her. This condition 
is unfair to t:h* wage earner and the 
hotne-hullder and unjust to capital, 
which It conspires against by closing 
the door to competition. 

"Conserve the people'* Interests. I 
Have every grant or lea** of fran- 
ch -os so framed a* to permit the 
city to take over, when R feels It a 
duty to do so, the service temporarily 
granted or leased. Tire iwopfa must 
not Is* parted In perpetuity from 
their property.”

papers be restored to the rural car- 
riers. Wheu rural free delivery was 
in Its Infancy the carriers were al- 
lowed. in addition to doing an ex- 
press package business, to solicit sub- 
scriptions for newspapers and other 
publications. In this way they were 
enabled to Increase their Income. 

Abuuw sprung up, however, and a 
law was enacted requiring that ''on 
and after July J. 1904, rural carriers 
shall not solicit business or receive 
orddfs of any kind for any person. 
Arm or corporation." In response to 
the requests now being sent to the 
department, the following order was 
Issued: 

"Under this provision of law rural 
carriers are not iiernutted to solicit 
business or receive orders of any 
kind, lnrhidlng subscriptions for 
newspapers. The department consid- 
ers this a wise provision. K being 
.oontrary to good policy for an em- 
ploye of the government, in connec- 
tion with bis official duties, to be 
acting as an agent, of a [trivale etwer. 
prise to the disadvantage of a com- 
petitor. It is also deemed In the In 
terest of the postal service, in that 
the carrier does not make the deliv- 
ery of mail a secondary matter. Car- 
riers, however, are not prohibited 
from carrying outside of the mails, 
unmailable matter on the request 
and at the exirense of patrons of 
their routes.”
